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December 30 ~- FINAL RESULTS ON FLUE-CURED TOBACCO REFERENDUM (1078-39) 
_--Secretary Wallace announces final and official results of the flue—cured 
tobacco marketing quota referendum held December 10. The Secretary's announce 
ment shows that out of an estimated total of 300,000 flue-cured tobacco growers 
eligible to vote, 233,393 cast ballots. Of this number 132,460, or 56.8 percent, 
voted in favor of the marketing quota and 100,933, or 43.2 percent, did not vote 
favorably. The referendum was held under provisions of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act of 1938, which direct that when supplies of tobacco reach certain high 
levels defined in the law, a marketing quota must be announced and a referendum 
held to determine whether a two-thirds majority of farmers favor the quota. 


December 30 -—- RECOMMENDATIONS MADE AT POTATO CONFERENCE-~ (1092-39) .- 


This release summarizes recommendations which were made by potato growers at a 
national conference held in Washington December 29 and 30, attended by represen- 
tatives of potato producers and Department of Agriculture officials from 27 
potato producing states. The conference recommended that rates of payment in 
connection with potato acreage allotments, that commercial potato areas, that 
the method of. determining state, county, and farm potato acreage allotments be 
the same for 1939 as for 1938 and that the A.A.A. obtain the most recent and 
accurate data as a basis for adjusting the potato yield figures and other re- 
Commendations applicable to the Agricultural Conservation Program as it pertains 
to potatoes. Recommendations relating to Marketing and Marketing Agreement 
Programs included a request for the development of a marketing agreement program 
to fit various potato producing areas, a request for a study of transportation by 
the Department, a request for cooperation in educational programs and other re 
commendations covering marketing programs.

~=-(1098-39)--The Department of Agriculture ammounced vermis on of a marketing 
agreement and license for the southeastern watermelon indurtry, which was replaced 
in 1956 by an agreement and order program. The terminated agzcement and license 
was made effective in August, 1934. In 1936, the program was modified, following 
a public hearing and the issuance of a new agreoment and order which became 
effective May 12, 1936. 


- January 5--1939 STATE CORN ACREAGE aLLOTMENTS ANNOUNCED.--(1106-39)--Acre- 
age allotments totaling 41,239,659 acres comprising the 1959 commercial corn area 
designated recently in 586 counties of 12 Corn Belt States, are announced by the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration.

January 6*-OFFICIAL RESULTS OF 4 REFERENDUMS.--(1110-39)--Sccretary Wallace 
announces final and official results of cotton, rice, and Burley and dark tobacco 
referendums held in December. As a result of the vote, the cotton marketing quote 
proclaimed by the Secretary Novembor 9, will be in effect during the coming market- 
ing year which begins on August 1, 1939.
